RESOLUTIONS ADOPTED. 

Resolved, First, That we con- 
gratulate the State Union on its very 
efficient management and rapid 
growth throughout the State, es- 
pecially upon its whirlwind cam- 
paign and rapid organization in the 
White Burley district. 

Second, Whereas, It has been re- 
ported to this committee that a 
great hindrance to pledging tobac- 
co has developed in the fact that the 
landlord shifts the pledging on his 
tenant and tne tenant shifts the 
pledging to his landlord, etc., there- 
fore, be it 

Resolved, That we recommend 
that no landlord, who is a member 
of the A. S. of E. shall hire or con- 
tract with a tenant who will not 
agree to pledge the prospective crop 
of tobacco, and that no tenant, a 
member of the A. S. of E. will con- 
tract to raise a crop of tobacco un- 
less bis landlord will agree to pledge 
said crop. 

Whereas. The American people 
are being imposed upon by reason 
of the fact that there is no regu- 
larity in the rates charged by the 
various express companies, there- 
fore be it 

Resolved, That we recommend 
that this body appoint a special com- 
mittee to prepare a memorial to 
present to the Congress of the United 
States requesting an investigation 
and the enactment of the necessary 
laws to regulate all rates to be 
charged by said express companies 
on an equitable basis. 

Whereas, Grave and irregular 
mistakes are often made in financing 
large propositions, and 

Whereas, As the Burley District 
Society has already contracted a 
proposition of immense magnitude, 

Resolved, That we earnestly rec- 
ommend that the greatest care and 
caution be exercised in selecting 
men to finance and complete the 
purpose gf said society. 

Resolved. That we condemn in 
unmeasured terms, the burning of 
tobacco warehouses at Princeton or 
elsewhere. The destruction of prop- 
erty, inflammatory speeches and all 
forms of lawlessness have no place 
in equity. 

Resolved, That we extend to the 
citizens of 'Frankfort, and to the 
members of the Franklin county 
union, our thanks for the hearty wel- 
come which has been extended to 
the delegates of this body and for the 
uniform hospitality shown us during 
our sessions.

The Breathitt News, published in 
Jackson, has the following regarding 
the Hargis trial: 

The people of Breathitt county 
have suffered many indignities at 
the hands of Beckham and his fol- 
lowers during the past few years, 
but the farce that has been enacted 
here during the past week in the 
name of the court, has, we think, 
far exceeded anything that has ever 
happened in Kentucky, or any other 
civilized country. 

Such things as have happened here 
during this week under the guise of 
a court of justice cannot properly be 
described in print. Ih our limited 
experience and observation this is 
the first court we have ever seen 
where the Commonwealth had abso- 
lutely no rights at all. We doubt 
that if in the history of Kentucky 
any instance can be found where a 
Commonwealth’s Attorney was re- 
fused the right to have an indict- 
ment that he had written quashed 
when he stated to the court that the 
indictment did not conform to the 
facts or the proof to be presented. 

The law is plain that the jury 
panels shall be drawn from the jury 
wheel or drum, yet this court re- 
fused this to be done and declared 
that he would have a jury selected 
from bystanders, and then removed 
the Sheriff, whom the people of this 
county elected, without sufficient 
cause being shown for his removal, 
and declared that he himself would 
appoint a special bailiff to summon 
the jury and announced that he did 
not know any of the people of 
Breathitt county and that he found 
that the people were divided and 
everybody lined up on one side or 
the other. 

All these things and more were 
done over the vigorous protests of 
the Commonwealth’s Attorney and 
his co-counsel. 

Other indignities might have been 
committed had not the court been 
stopped in its mad career by a writ 
of prohibition issued by the Court 
of Appeals of Kentucky, citing the 
Judge to appear at Frankfort next 
Tuesday to give an account of his 
actions. 

Our people are as law abiding and 
as good citizens as anv in the State, 
when they have a chance, and they 
have endured more under the forms 
of law than any other people would 
have stood for. Such proceedings 
as have been enacted here this week 
and on other occasions, under the 
form of law, tend to make our people 
lose respect for the courts, where 
they wish to go to for, and have u 
right to expect, a redress for griev- 
ances. 

Our people do not want anybody 
persecuted or any innocent man 
punished. All they want is that jus- 
tice be done— that and nothing more.

The farmers of the Kentucky 
branch of the American Society of 
Equity rushed through a big pro- 
gram, and completed the business 
of its third annual convention in 
one day. New officers were elected 
at the night session, after the dele- 
gates had been filled up with a feast 
of reason and a flow of soul, togeth- 
er with something of a more sub- 
stantial nature, as the guests of the 
Business Men’s Club. 

The whole work of the convention 
pwas carried through with the ut- 
mpst harmony, and a determinina- 
tion to do something which will 
redound for the good of the great 
mass of the farmers who are the 
bone and sinew of this successful 
organization. The delegates came 
eager to work for the success of 
their organization and to learn by 
discussion and suggestion what can 
be accomplished in the future to 
attain the object to which they as- 
pire. 

The only change made in the offi- 
cers was in the Board of Directors. 
Words of commendation for the two 
leading officials, the President and 
Secretary were heard on all sides, 
and no one thought for an instant of 
suggesting any one else for the po- 
sitions which the incumbents fill so 
satisfactorily and - successfully. In- 
deed, as a slight testimonial of their 
esteem and appreciation of their 
worth, assistance was voted the 
President, and the salary of the Sec- 
retary, who devotes all of his time 
to the Society, was given a substan- 
tial increase. 

The convention remained in ses- 
sion until midnight, “resoluting’’ on 
various questions of interest which 
were brought up. Twenty -one del- 
egates to the National Convention 
were named as the last business on 
the program. 

The convention was called to or- 
der in the Senate chamber by Presi- 
dent David Moreland, of Ohio coun- 
ty. Representative farmers, chiefly 
tobacco men from all parts of the 
Commonwealth, were on hand to 
take part. in the proceedings. 

Agricultural Commissioner Hu- 
bert Vreeland delivered the formal 
address of welcome after the 
proceedings had been opened with 
an invocation by Rev. C. R. Hudson, 
of the Christian church. Interest 
was.intense among the visitors and 
the hall was crowded to its utmost 
capacity. 

An eloquent response to the speech 
of welcome was made by E. L. Da- 
venport, of Muhlenberg county, and 
the convention got down to real 
work.

Report That Man Recognized Sev 
eral Members of the Mob 
Causes Excitement. 



Princeton. Ky., Jan. 15. The cit- 
izens’ committee, which has for 
some time been investigating the 
action of the night r'ders here last 
month, when two large tobacco 
warehouses were burned, is contin- 
uing its labors, aqd it is believed, 
with considerable hope of success. 
The claim is now made by some of 
those who have been particularly ac- 
tive in the inquiry that within a few 
days there will be enough evidence 
to convict a number of those who 
were in the party. 

Considerable excitement was caus- 
ed here by the statement that a man 
whose name has not been made pub- 
lic was coming into town on the 
night of the raid and saw a large 
party of the horsemen riding into 
Princeton. Fearing trouble, he hid 
in a ditch by the roadside and as he 
did so he recognized a number of 
faces, as they had not put on their 
masks. This man will testify before 
the grand jury, it is said, if he is 
guaranteed protection. Another 
man, who will testify under the 
same conditions, says he recognized 
several of the men as they were 
leaving town. 



Is Not Fair to Man Who De 
livers in Good Con- 
dition. 



Mr. Vickers, who is in charge of 
the pooling house at Hartford, has 
received the following letter from 
Mr. Barnard President of the Louis- 
ville Tobacco Warehouse Co. 

“Owing to the continued wet season 
causing the extreme high order that 
tobacco must be in, l am of the op- 
inion that you should stop receiving 
all tobacco that is not in good order. 
Tobacco that will bruise and dam- 
age in hauling and handling will nec- 
essarily damage quickly in bulk. I 
have no doubt a great deal of this 
kind of tobacco is now being deliv- 
ered. 

Furthermore, the hea\y loss in 
weight that will be made in redrying 
this kind of tobacco will cause the 
farmers to be dissatisfied with the 
loss in weight when the tobacco is 
sold, and this shrinking in weight 
on soft tobacco is not fair to the man 
who delivers tobacco in good condi- 
tion; as the tobacco is commingled 
and sold upon the same basis. 

I call your attention to this fact 
in order that each farmer delivering 
tobacco may be treated in the same 
way and upon a fair business basis. 

You will especially call the atten- 
tion of your grader to this letter, as 
he should be responsible to the far- 
mers, and you are responsible to this 
company. 

I write this letter in fairness to 
all parties interested.”

Prof. Oldreive the water walker 
arrived at Owensboro last Friday 
morning on his forty days trip from 
Cincinnatti Ohio to New Orleans 
walking on the placid waters of the 
Ohio river. , 

When the whistle of the municipal 
water plant blew, closely followed 
by the whistle of the Owensboro 
Water Works company’s plant, the 
people began to swarm the river 
banks from all parts of the city. 

In an interview the water walker 
said: “I have been delayed by 

stong head winds. I spent the night 
two and one-h^lf miles below Rock- 
port. on the Kentucky side.

Talk about the tax on tea that pre- 
cipitated the American Revolution, 
the tariff tax, the revenue tax or 
any other kind of tax. There never 
was a system of taxation as cumber- 
some, as expensive, as unjust as the 
Kentucky system. 

I want to give a homely illustra- 
tion of one part of the system: Mr. 
Easi Too Beet lives in Winchester, 
(any other town will do.) Mr. E. T. 
B. owns some property; is the fath- 
er of children. The first official to 
call is the Assessor. “Mr. E. T. B. 
what do you own?” Ans. — “House 
and lot, worth $1,000.” “How many 
children have you between the ages 
of 6 and 20.?” Ans. Four.” Other 
stock questions are asked and the 
Assessor departs. The Assessor re- 
ports to the County Court and a 
Board of Supervisors is appointed, 
one f rom each magisterial district. 
They go over the Assessor’s books 
and are supposed to correct any er- 
rors that have been made. When 
their work is done, the report is 
sent to the State Board of Equaliza- 
tion, which is composed of one mem- 
ber from each Appellate district. 
When they get through, after a 
hundred days at five dollars per day 
and expenses, the list is placed in 
the hands of the Sheriff and Mr. FT 
T. B. can call and pay his county 
and State taxes. 

The next official to call on Mr. E. 
T’ B. is the City Assessor Exact- 
ly the same questions are asked and 
the same answers given as in the 
case of the County Assessor. A re- 
port is made to the Council. A city 
Board of Supervisors is appointed. 
They do exactly the same work that 
has already been done by the Coun- 
ty Board on the property that is in 
the city. They report back to the 
Council, the clerk is paid an extra 
fee for copying the list, after which 
Mr. E. T. B. can hunt up the City 
Collector and pay his city and school 
taxes. 

The next official to call on Mr. E. 
T. B. is the school census taker, em- 
ployed by the Boad of* Fxlucation. 
Mr. E. T. B. is required to tell how 
many children he has between the 
ages of 6 and 20, a thing that he has 
told and sworn To twice before. 

It is generally sopposed that the 
Sheriff and City Cllector each get 
ten per cent, on the first five thous- 
and dollars collected, and four per 
cent, on all above that amount, but 
that is not the way of it.

Whaling Captain First White 

• » 

Man Ever to Penetrate 
Their Home. 
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Details of the finding of a people 
on Prince Albert Land, in the Arctic, 
who had never seen white men, are 
given by the officers of the revenue 
cutter. Thesis who learned of the 
facts from Capt. Klinkinberg of the 
steam whaler, Olga, who found 
them. 

Last winter when his vessel was 
in the ice near Prince Albert 
Land. Klinkinberg, accompanied 
by an FJskimo, started inland on a 
hunting trip. He went 250 miles in 
a north-easterly direction over the 
snow, finding traces of human life. 
Other whalers also had seen traces 
of natives in this region, but never 
sighted them. Capt. Klinkinberg 
came up with a hundred and fifty 
or more of them. 

When they saw him they came 
forwad with copper knives and 
bows and arrows. They held these 
above their heads, and he pointed a 
rifle at them. One advanced alone, 
and the Captain laid down his rifle, 
the native putting down his weapon. 
They became friendly, and by means 
of signs Klinkinberg learned that 
other than one old woman who came 
from Prince William Land they 
never had seen white men previous- 
ly. Re visited the village and found 
about 600 persons, all of whom lived 
by fishing and hunting. 

They used most primitive utensils, 
fashioned from bones and native 
copper. Their dress was not like 
that of other Eskimos, but similar 
to that of the Greenland natives, 
made of soft, tanned skins sewed 
with deer sinews. They were no- 
madic and their winter houses were 
made of sod, with an inner lining of 
skins and different in shape from 
those of other known tribes. The 
only article seemingly brought from 
civilization was a piece of steel, ev- 
idently from some ship, which was 
converted into a spearhead.

All rules of 
evidence are construed in favor of 
the commonwealth and against the 
defendant. Finally, the jury is 
packed with partisans, and convic- 
tion insured. 

Now, let us turn to the other sys- 
tem, under which the Hargises, the 
Breathitt county assassins, are be- 
ing and have been tried. Under 
this system, the defendant is never 
allowed to remain in jail longer 
than his brother or fellow conspira- 
tor can be telephoned to and sign 
his bond. The prisoner is consider- 
ed innocent all the time. If the 
Attorney for the State dares to 
make a motion for continuance, he 
is liable to be fined and sent to jail. 
He is not allowed even to have an 
indictment re-referred to a grand 
jury. The rules of evidence are 
construed in favor of the defense, 
and against the Commonwealth at 
every stage of the trial. No special 
fund is provided to aid theCommon- 
vyealth. Contrary to law. the jury 
is selected from bystanders, who 
are conveniently located, and war- 
ranted to acquit, no matter what 
the evidence may be, nor how black 
the crime. Gentlemen, under which

POWERS ANDHA^RGIS TRIALS. 

A comparison of the efforts, upon 
the part of those who control affairs 
1 in the State of Kentucky, to convict 
Caleb Powers with the efforts to ac- 
quit the Hargises, is enough to cause 
a revolution among honest, fair- 
minded citizens, regardless of poli- 
tics. For seven years Caleb Powers 
has languished in jail, when he could 
have given bond for a million dollars 
to secure his appearance. He has 
been tried and convicted three times. 
Upon each trial the rulings of the 
trial court, the unfair selection and 
packing of juries against him have 
been so glaring as to cause a Demo- 
cratic Court of Appeals to reverse 
the lower court and give him a new 
trial. In all of his trials every scrap 
of evidence, no matter how irrele- 
vant, if it could be in any way con- 
st! ued against him, has been 
promptly admitted. Wnile, on the 
other hand, it has been made almost 
impossible for him to procure wit- 
nesses in his own behalf, to combat 
a vindictive, relentless prosecution 
procured by $100,000, provided by 
all the tax-payers of the State. It is 
well to remember that the only 
charge against Powers, is that Goebel 
was shot from his office. Powers 
was not in Frankfort at the time. 
Now turn if you please to the treat- 
ment of the Hargis brothers, and 
those connected with them, in the 
assassination of, not one, but three 
prominent citizens of Breathitt coun 
ty. When arrested they have been 
promptly given bail, furnished by 
each other. No fund has been fur- 
nished by the State to secure their 
conviction. So far, they have been 
acquitted, promptly, by juries se- 
lected for that purpose, although the 
evidence has been ten times more 
damaging against them than all the 
evidence against Caleb Powers. 

The Hargises and Callahan are 
prominent Democrats and have been 
ardent supporters of the present 
State machine in all its contests for 
supremacy. Jim Hargis has been 
for years and is still a member ol 
the Democratic State Central Com- 
mittee, in good standing. At least 
we have never heard of any charges 
being bought against him before the 
committee. Reader, when we pon- 
der over the records made in these 
two prosecutions, we wonder what 
right we have to offer criticisms to 
Russia or any other despotic govern- 
ment for discrimination and perse- 
cution.

Caro of Baby’s Teeth. 

A chi lei’s hnir choutd be washed 
thoroughly once a month. Too fre- 
quent washing makes the hair dry 
nml harsh. To keep it clean brush 
it twice n day for five minutes, sep- 
arating the strands where the hair 
is thick and long so that the brush 
can reach the scalp. Keep the 
brushes clean by rubbing them with 
a cloth after use. 

In infancy and childhood milk 
should form the greater part of the 
dietary.

Pastry Making. 

In making pastry there arc sev- 
eral points to do remembered apart 
from the actual making A)f it. Be 
careful that everything you use is 
scrupulously clean and dry. See 
that your oven is properly heated or 
your pastry will he spoiled, even 
though you make it properly. Al- 
ways mix pastry with the tips of 
your fingers and not with the whole 
hand. Always roll pastry from you 
and not backward and forward 
heavily. The less pastry is handled 
and tho quicker it is made the hot- 
ter. 

Hard Sauce. 

Put into a warm howl one-quarter 
cup butter and one-half cup powder- 
ed sugar. Mix with a wooden spoon 
or spatula, beating hard for fifteen 
minutes. Flavor with one-half ta- 
blcsooonful lemon, vanilla or a lit- 
tle nutmeg or powdered mace, as 
preferred; beat a little longer, pack 
smoothly on a small plate or pile 
lightly in a fancy dish, and set on 
the ice until very hard. A pleasing 
change is to add a tablespoonful cur- 
rant jelly after creaming the butter 
and sugar, then heat light.
